ears or the jaw-bone of a man, 
thereby demonstrating that he is 
worthy of and able to take care of 
the lady. 


A patch of rice suffices for their 
subsistence and when the husband 
becomes sufficiently well off that he 
can afford a little larger patch of 
rice, he hunts out another victim, 
gets his ears, hands them to an- 
other lady and he has two wives. 

Of another tribe, Wunsche] re-} 
ports them very quret and uncom- 
municative. 

“Many is the time I have gone up 
the trail and passed a man sitting 
on a rock, smoking and _ looking 
straight ahead. Not saying a word. 
Two or three hours later I would 
, return over the same trail and the 
|Same man would be on the same 
rock, looking straight ahead and not 
saying a word.” 

In the mines the natives work in 
groups under the leadership of a 
native foreman and contact be- 
tween the natives and the mine op- 
erators is through these foremen 
and through an interpreter, Wun- 
schel said. The mine operators and 
other white men connected with the 
mine do not have direct dealings 
with the natives, but administer the 
| mine properties through the inter- 
preter. 

This helps to maintain a caste 
system, which is necessary, Wun- 
| schel said, “for if one of them gets 
| the better of you, then the entire 
/ crowd will be at you for the same 
thing. You have yielded to one of 
them, therefore each other one feels 
| himself as good as the first and en- 
titled to all of the rights and privi- 
| leges extended the first, so you have 
the whole bunch to battle with.” 

“Under the system of administra- 
{tion as set up, it keeps the problems 
; of the working men among them- | 
selves and works out better,”” Wun- 
schel reports. 

The Philippine miner is paid 90 
heentavas a day, which is the equiva - | 
lent of about forty-five cents in 
| United States money, and pay-day | 
'is once a week. If the pay-day were 
| twice a month, the worker wouid 
| have more money than he has been | 
| accustomed to and would be likely | 
to take a vacation. | 

“You have to have a store in or- | 
der to give them something to work | 
| for,” Louis reports. “They see some- 
thing they want at the store and 
| work for it. At the end of the week, 
they owe part of their wages at the 
| store, pay up, and start over again 
to get something else. 

“Shortly before I left we had an 
accident at the mine and a man 
was killed and there was some dif- 
ficulty in getting the miners to re-! 
turn to work. They insisted that the 
“evil spirit’ was in the mine and 
} that the spirit had killed the work- 
| man by throwing rocks at him. Fi- | 
nally they were persuaded to re- 
turn to work. But a situation like 
; that must be handled tactfully for 
| the natives become a problem when 
it is evident to them that you diffe: 
with them in their beliefs. 

“They won’t have any truck with; 
a doctor. When one of them gets | 
| sick they hold a ceremony and kil! 
an animal. such as a pig, aS a sac- 
|rifice for the recovery of the pati- 
If the patient dies, they de- 
their sacrifice was not suffi- 
j ciently large to appease the evil 
spirits. If the patient recovers, ev- 
erything is dandy. 
| “The native idea of going to work 
jis far different from our idea here. 
A man may send his brother to work 
for him, and you have that to con- 
; tend with. 

“One day one of the men explain- 
'ed he wouldn’t be to work the next 
| day. Why? Well, he had to go to 
|church. Well, there was a church 
| right there on the island, why didn’t 
ihe go there? Because, there was a 
|church on another island that he 
|had attended long ago that was a 
better church and he would go 
| there. All right, he wouldn't be at 
| work tomorrow and he wasn’t;—but 
!he didn’t go to church, either. 

; “One other instance I recall wa: 
|@ man who asked to get off work 
|the next day because his grand- 
mother had died. This is five times 
| that you have been away from work 
because of the death of your grand- 
mother, we told him.”
